10 - Harry Kane 
v Southampton 
(home) 


Harry completed his hat-trick 
ina comfortable 5-2 victory over 
Southampton in real style. Getting on the 
end of a Dele Alli through-ball, the England 
marksman lifted his shot over the head of the 
on-rushing goalkeeper Fraser Forster with his 
left foot. The Boxing Day strike was Harry's 37th in 
the Premier League in 2017, which saw him surpass 
Alan Shearer's 1995 record for the most goals in the 
division in a calendar year. 


Eric Dier's raking pass during our 3-1 win 
at Chelsea in April 2018 was controlled 
with one touch from Dele Alli. As the 
England man bore down on Willy Caballero, 
his second contact with the ball saw him lift it 
over the Blues keeper to put us 2-1 up.

Harry has had a uncanny knack of 
scoring goals in the north London 
derby during his career. His 
powerful header froma Ben 
Davies cross against the 
Gunners in February 2018 gave 
us all three points ina 1-0 win. 
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7 - Christian Eriksen 
v Manchester United 
(home) 


Timed at just eleven seconds, Christian Eriksen scored 
the fastest goal of the Premier League season ina 2-0 
win over the Red Devils. Jan Vertonghen’s long pass 
from his own half was headed on by Harry Kane into 
the United box. Dele Allis flick was collected by the 
Dane, who made no mistake from close range. 


6 - Ben Davies v 
Huddersfield Town 
(away) 


After Harry Kane gave us an early 
lead at the John Smith's Stadium 
back in September 2017, Ben 
Davies doubled our advantage, 
finishing off a fine team 

move. Toby Alderweireld, Eric 
Dier, Kieran Trippier, Dele Allli, 
Christian Eriksen and Kane were 
all involved in a neat, one-touch 
passing exchange before the 
Welshman slotted past Jonas Lossl in 
the Terriers goal. 


4 - Heung-Min Son 
v Crystal Palace 


(home) 


In a tight London derby, Sonny 

got on to a misplaced clearance 
by Yohan Cabaye on the edge of 
the penalty area midway through 
the second-half. The South Korean 
took a touch to set himself, before firing 
a left-footed effort past Julian Speroni. 
Son's match-winner saw him become the 
highest goal scorer from Asia in Premier 
League history. 


5 - Harry Kane v 
Huddersfield Town 
(away) 


While Davies’ goal at Huddersfield was all 
about great team play, Kane's second goal 
in the 4-0 win was a moment of individual 
brilliance. Collecting a Kieran Trippier throw-in 
with his back to goal, the England skipper held 
the ball up. He turned and evaded the challenge 
of anumber of Town defenders before curling a 
fine, left-footed shot past Lossl from the edge of the 
Terriers’ penalty area. 


3 - Heung-Min Son 
v West Ham United 
(home) 


Another long range piledriver from Sonny 
helped us secure a 1-1 draw with West Ham 
at the start of 2018. Collecting a pass from 
Erik Lamela, our number seven was offered a 
clear sight at goal from all of 30 yards. He had 
no hesitation, smashing the ball with his right boot 
beyond the despairing dive of Hammers stopper Adrian. 


2 - Christian Eriksen 
v Chelsea (away) 


In stoppage time at the end of the 
first half at Stamford Bridge in 
April 2018, Christian collected a 
ball from Ben Davies around 30 
yards from the Chelsea goal. The 
Dane's long-range effort dipped, 
swerved and deceived Blues 
stopper Willy Caballero, sending 
us in level at the break during our 
famous 3-1 away win. 


1- Victor Wanyama v 
Liverpool (away) 


When Reds goalkeeper Loris Karius 
punched away a dangerous looking 
Christian Eriksen cross, he must 
have thought he had averted the 
Spurs threat for the time being. 
After the Reds couldn't fully 
Clear, the ball rolled into 
the path of Wanyama, and 
the Kenyan's first-time 
strike from all of 30 
yards was hit with 
such venom that 
it nearly burst the 
net at Anfield’s 
Kop end! 
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PREMIER LEAGUE 
SEASON REVIEW - 
2017/2018 | 


The 2017/2018 season saw Spurs finish in the Premier League's top three and secure UEFA Champions League 
football for a third campaign in a row. Playing ‘home’ matches at our temporary base of Wembley Stadium, — 
Mauricio Pochettino’s team impressed, winning 23 and drawing eight of their 38 league games and scoring 74 

goals in the process. Star men Jan Vertonghen, Christian Eriksen and Harry Kane were all included in the PFA's 

Premier League Team of the Year on the back of their fine individual performances during the season. 


AUGUST 


Goals from Dele Alli and Ben Davies 
gave us the perfect start to the 2017/18 
season, as we won 2-0 at Newcastle 
United on the opening weekend 

of the campaign. Our first Premier 
League match at Wembley Stadium 
saw us take on London rivals 
Chelsea. Despite a good 
performance from Spurs 
and a Michy Batshuayi 
own-goal, it was the Blues 
who ran out 2-1 winners. 
The following week, we 
drew 1-1 with Burnley at 
Wembley, with Dele on 
target once again. 


» SEPTEMBER 


We were unbeaten in the Premier League during the 
month of September, with three wins and a draw. 
Two goals from Harry Kane anda further strike 
from Christian Eriksen gave us an impressive 3-0 
victory at Everton, with Kane's first goal his 100th 
for the club. Our goalless draw with Swansea City 
‘: at Wembley was followed by a brilliant 3-2 triumph 
over rivals West Ham United. Kane got two of our 
goals at the London Stadium, while Eriksen also 
scored. Kane's red-hot form continued with another 
brace in our 4-0 win at Huddersfield Town, while 
Davies and Moussa Sissoko found the back of the 
net in that game too. 


Eriksen's second-half goal saw 
us beat AFC Bournemouth 1-0 
at Wembley Stadium in our first 
Premier League match of October. 
A week later, a crowd of 80,827 was 
treated to one of our best home 
performances of the season as 

we hammered Liverpool 4-1. Goals 
from Kane, Heung-Min Son and 
Dele had put us 3-1 up before the Y 
half-time whistle sounded. Kane 
scored again in the second-half to 
complete a memorable result. We 
ended the month with a narrow 1-0 
defeat at Manchester United. 
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NOVEMBER 


While November saw us get some fantastic results in the 

UEFA Champions League the month was less memorable 

in the Premier League. After beating Crystal Palace 1-0 at 
{ Wembley, thanks to a Son strike, we lost 2-0 to Arsenal 
at the Emirates Stadium in the first north London derby 
of the season. Kane scored in our two remaining fixtures 
of the month as we drew 1-1 at home to West Bromwich 
Albion and were defeated 2-1 at Leicester City 


DECEMBER 


December was our busiest month of the 
season, with no less than six Premier 
League matches scheduled. Son scored 
in the first of those fixtures as we 
drew 1-1 with Watford. Sonny also 
netted in our impressive 5-1 win

At the start of January Fernando 
Llorente scored against his old club 
Swansea City as we won 2-0 at the 
Liberty Stadium. Dele wrapped up 
the victory in South Wales with an 
89th minute goal. 


Son hit a stunning long-range goal in 
our 1-1 draw against West Ham United 
at Wembley Stadium two days later. 
Sonny netted again in our 4-0 thrashing 
of Everton, with Kane getting a brace and —_ 
Eriksen also scoring against the Toffees. 


Kane's strike in a 1-1 draw at home to 
Southampton came 10 days before one 
of our matches of the season - a 2-0 
victory over Manchester United 

at Wembley Stadium at the end 

of the month. Eriksen's opener 

after just 11 seconds against the Red 
Devils was the quickest goal of the 
campaign and the third fastest in Premier 
League history. Phil Jones’ own-goal saw 
us complete the victory against Jose 
Mourinho's team. 


Son's brace in our 2-0 win 
at home to Huddersfield 
Town at the start of March 
continued our unbeaten 
run in the Premier League 
to 11 matches. The South 
Korean also scored twice 
as we secured a 4-1 victory 
at AFC Bournemouth, with 
further goals from Dele 
and Aurier. 


Our unbeaten start to 2018 continued 
throughout February, with a string of 
impressive results. Victor Wanyama’s 
‘Goal of the Month’ contender in our 
2-2 draw with Liverpool came during an 
incredible match that saw Kane secure 
a point with a stoppage time penalty. 


Six days later, Kane netted again in our 
1-0 triumph over Arsenal at Wembley

place and UEFA Champions League 
qualification for a third successive 
season. 


We ended the campaign with a crazy 
5-4 win over Leicester City at Wembley. Ba 
Kane and Erik Lamela both scored 
twice in the victory that also featured a 
Christian Fuchs own-goal.

The Walthamstow-born striker won the Squad t ber: 10 
tournament's Golden Boot too with six goals 
in seven matches as the Three Lions finished 
fourth in the competition overall. 


Harry's performances in Russia came on the 
back of another wonderful season for Spurs. 
His 41 strikes in 48 appearances for us in all 

competitions in 2017-18 made it his most prolific 

campaign in our colours yet, as he took his overall 
Spurs goals tally to 140 in 213 matches by the end 
of that season. 


There were a number of significant landmarks 
during the season for Harry. In October 2017, he 
was the only Englishman to be included on the 
30-player Ballon d'Or shortlist and was later 
named the tenth best player in the world overall. 
In January 2018, he became our top goal scorer of 
the Premier League era with his second goalina 
brace against Everton seeing him surpass Teddy 
Sheringham's tally of 97. He was also named 
inthe PFA Team of the Year for the fourth 
consecutive time at the end of 2017-18 season. 


Kane has had quite a journey since originally 
joining our youth academy as antl-year-old yw 
back in 2004. He put pen-to-paper ona 
scholarship on his 16th birthday in July 2009 
and signed his first professional contract 

with us a year later. Loaned to Leyton 7 j 
Orient during the second-half of the 
2010-11 season, the striker's league debut 
came as a substitute in the O's 1-1 drawat 
Rochdale on January 15, 2011. Loan moves 
to the likes of Millwall, Norwich City and 
Leicester City followed. 
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Kane's first team debut in our colours came ina 
goalless draw with Heart of Midlothian in the UEFA 
Europa League on August 25, 2011. His first goal for 
us came in the same competition a few months later 
as we won 4-0 away at Shamrock Rovers. 


Kane's Premier League debut came as a substitute 

in our 2-1 defeat at Newcastle United on the opening 
weekend of the 2012-13 season. He spent the majority 
of the campaign thereafter at Norwich and Leicester. 
His real ‘breakthrough’ season came in 2013-14 as 

he scored four goals in 19 appearances for us while 

he became a first team regular in 2014-15 with an 
impressive 31 strikes in51 games. He was voted PFA 
Young Player of the Year at the end of the campaign and 
also took his place in the PFA Premier League Team of the 
Year for the first time. 


Any suggestions of Kane being a‘one season wonder’ 

were quickly rebuffed as the striker became a model of 
consistency with 28 goals in 50 club matches in 2015-16 and 
35 strikes in 38 games in 2016-17. With supporters regarding 
him as ‘one of our own; it was perhaps fitting that Harry 
scored our last-ever goal at White Hart Lane in our final match 
there against Manchester United in May 2017. 


Harry also scored after just 79 seconds of his international 
debut, after being introduced as a substitute for the Three 

Lions against Lithuania in March 2015. He scored five times in 
seven 2018 FIFA World Cup qualifying appearances, as England 
topped their group with eight wins and two draws in their ten 
matches. By the end of the 2018 FIFA World Cup, he had netted 19 
times in 30 internationals. 


On top of having been named in the PFA Premier League Team 

of the Year for the last four successive seasons, Kane has also 
scooped the Premier League Player of the Month award on no less 
than six occasions at the time of writing - the most recent occasion 
being December 2017 - while he was the division's Golden Boot 
winner in both 2015-16 and 2016-17.

2017 saw him become the top Asian scorer in Premier League history, 
surpassing compatriot Park Ji-Sung's total of 19 goals for Manchester 
United between 2005 and 2012. By the end of the campaign, Sonny had 
extended his own record, with 12 strikes in the division in 2017/18 taking 
his number of Premier League goals to 30 overall. 


Having arrived from Bayer Leverkusen in the summer of 2015, the 
Chuncheon-born forward found the back of the net eight times in 40 
matches in all competitions for us in his debut season. He followed that 
up with 21 strikes in 47 games in 2016/17 and18 goals in 52 appearances in 
2017/18. 


Son got our 2017/18 UEFA Champions League campaign off to areal 
flyer, with a goal after just four minutes of our opening group game 
against Borussia Dortmund. We went on to win 3-1 at Wembley 
that evening, with the South Korean also netting in our away 
win in Dortmund and in a 3-0 home triumph against APOEL 

in Group H. He made it four goals in seven appearances in 
the competition overall, with a strike against Juventus at 
Wembley in the knockout phase. OO} 7 


Sonny's first goal in the Premier League during the 2017/18 
campaign came in a 4-1 home victory over Liverpool in 
October 2017 prior to the aforementioned effort against 
Palace the following month. When he gave us the lead 
in our 4-0 win over Everton in January 2018, he became 
only the second player to score in five consecutive 
home Premier League matches for us since Jermain 
Defoe back in 2004. The South Korean’s run saw 

him net against Stoke City, Brighton & Hove Albion, 
Southampton, West Ham United and the Toffees at 
Wembley. He also bagged a brace in our 6-1 victory 
over Rochdale in the FA Cup in 2018. 


Of course, there’s more to Sonny's game than ‘just’ 
goals. The South Korean international managed 

13 assists in the Premier League in his first three 
seasons with us and his overall play saw him named 
AFC's International Footballer of the Year in 2015 and 
2017. He was the recipient of the Premier League Player of the 
Month award in September 2016 and April 2017, meanwhile 

as well as the PFA Fans’Premier League Player ofthe > 
Month award in January 2018.

One of the biggest talents in world football right now, Dele Alli 11 April 1996 
is looking to continue his excellent form of recent seasons for ; 
both club and country. Midfielder 


Along with club mates Harry Kane, Danny Rose, Kieran 1.88 
Trippier and Eric Dier, Dele Alli was another Spurs player 80 
to appear for the Three Lions at the 2018 FIFA World Cup. 
The Milton Keynes-born attacking midfielder started 
four of England's seven matches at the tournament and 
also came on as a substitute for Ruben Loftus-Cheek in 
the Third Place Play-Off against Belgium. Earlier in the 
competition, his header sealed a 2-0 quarter-final victory 
over Sweden in Samara, confirming England's place in 
their first World Cup semi-final since 1990. 


Dele's career began with his home town team MK Dons, 
for whom he scored 24 goals in 88 appearances during 

a permanent and loan spell with the club between 2012 
and 2015. He signed for us in 2015, making his Spurs debut 
away to Manchester United on the opening day of the 
2015-16 season. Two weeks later, he got his first goal in 
our colours in a 1-1 draw at Leicester City. 


In his first three seasons with us, Dele scored 46 goalsin 
146 matches. Having represented England at Under-17, 
Under-18, Under-19 and Under-21 levels, our number 
20 made his senior international debut as an 

88th minute substitute for Ross Barkley in the | 
Three Lions’ 2-0 victory over Estonia at Wembley > 
Stadium on October 9, 2015.Up toandincluding 
England's final match at the 2018 FIFA World Cup, 
Dele had won 30 senior caps, scoring three times. 


In his debut season with us, Dele made 46 
appearances and netted ten times. He scored 
the BBC Match of the Day ‘Goal of the Season’ 
that campaign, as his fine volley helped us to 

a 3-1 win against Crystal Palace in January 
2016. Unsurprisingly, given his scintillating 
form, Dele was the winner of the 2015-16 
PFA Young Player of the Year. He also 
scooped the award in 2016-17, during a 
season in which he netted 22 times in 50 
appearances for us. 


Amongst Dele's 14 goals in 50 
appearances for us in 2017-18 was a 
brace in our 3-1 home victory over 
European champions Real Madrid 
in the UEFA Champions League. He + 
also scored twice as we won 3-1 at 
Chelsea in April 2018 - our first e 
triumph at Stamford Bridge since 
1990.

Our third-placed Premier League 
finish guaranteed our third 
consecutive season in the UEFA 
Champions League. 


Our points tally of 77 was our second- 
best return of the Premier League era, 
bettered only by the 86 points that 
took us to the division's runners-up 
spot in 2016/17. 


We equalled our best-ever unbeaten 
runin the Premier League during 

the season, going 14 matches in the 
division without defeat. The run 
started with a 3-0 victory at Burnley in 
December 2017 before ending witha 
3-1 defeat to champions Manchester 
City in April 2018. We managed 11 wins 
and three draws during the run - which 
betters our return of six wins and eight 
draws set during our other 14-match 
unbeaten stretch in the Premier 
League set between August and 
December 2015. 


Harry Kane's brace in our 4-0 victory 
over Everton in January 2018 saw 

him equal and then break Teddy 
Sheringham's club record tally of 97 
Premier League goals. By the end of 
the campaign, Kane had extended the 
record to 108 Premier League goals in 
our colours.

Mauricio Pochettino has overseen more matches than any other Spurs manager during 
the Premier League era, with our 5-4 victory over Leicester City on the final day of the 
2017/18 season marking his 218th game in charge of the Club. 


An Eric Dier goal gave us a1-0 victory at West Ham 
United in Mauricio’s first match as Spurs boss back 

in August 2014. In his debut season with the Club, we 
achieved a fifth-place finish in the Premier League, 
while we also reached the League Cup Final. Progress 
continued in 2015-16, as we came third in the Premier 
League - our best league finish since 1990 - and in 
2016-17 we went one better by finishing as runners-up 
to champions Chelsea. 


The 2017-18 season saw us secure memorable victories 
over the likes of Arsenal, Chelsea, Liverpool and 
Manchester United in the Premier League as we came 
third in the division and secured our place in the UEFA 
Champions League for a third consecutive season. 

No Spurs fan will ever forget our Champions League 
wins against teams such as Borussia Dortmund and 
European champions Real Madrid during the campaign 
while Mauricio also guided us to our second successive 
FA Cup semi-final in 2018. 


At the end of the 2017/18 season, we were delighted to 
announce that Mauricio, along with his coaching staff 


Jesus Pérez, Miguel D'Agostino and Toni Jiménez, had 
signed new five-year contracts with the Club, which run 
until 2023. At the time, the Argentine commented; 


“| am honoured to have signed a new long-term 

contract as we approach one of the most significant 
periods in the Club's history and be the manager that 
will lead this team into our new world-class stadium. 


“This is just one of the factors that makes this one of 
the most exciting jobs in world football and we are 
already making plans to ensure we continue to build on 
the great work that everyone has contributed to over 
the past four years. 


“(Club Chairman) Daniel (Levy) and | have spoken at 
length about our aspirations for this football club. 
We both share the same philosophies to achieve 
long-term, sustainable success” 


Awin percentage of 55.5% at the end of the 2017/18 
season makes Mauricio the second most successful 
manager in Spurs history after Frank Brettell in terms 
of his ratio of victories to draws and defeats. Widely 
recognised as one of the best managers in world 
football, the ex-Espanyol player has been named 
Premier League Manager of the Month on three 
occasions during his time with us up to and including 
the 2017/18 season.

The goalkeeper also 
broke lan Walker's club record of 62 Premier League 
clean sheets during the 2017/18 season - extending 
his tally to 74 stop-outs in the division by the end of 
the campaign. The France number one - who began 
his career with Nice - has made over 250 Spurs 
appearances since joining us from Lyon in 2013. He is 
captain of both country and club. 


Michel Vorm 


Michel has regularly featured in our cup matches 
since signing from Swansea City in the summer of 
2014. The Dutch international, who signed a one-year 
extension to his Spurs contract during the summer of 
2018, made 11 appearances for us during the 2017/18 
season, Starting all seven of our FA Cup ties.

Kieran has been in impressive form since joining 
Spurs from Burnley in 2015 and in addition to his 
defensive qualities, he offers areal threat going 
forward. In his first three seasons as a Spurs player, he 
made 19 assists in all competitions as well as scoring 
his first goal for us against Watford in his debut 
campaign. He was one of our five players included in 
the England squad for the 2018 FIFA World Cup. 


Danny Rose 


Danny is our longest serving first-team player, 
having arrived from Leeds United back in 

2007. The Doncaster-born full-back scoreda 
memorable goal on his Premier League debut for 
us against Arsenal in 2010 and has since featured 
in over 160 matches for us in all competitions. The 
pacey defender was another of our players named 
in Gareth Southgate’s England squad for the 2018 
FIFA World Cup. 


Toby Alderweireld 


A calming influence in our backline, Toby was 
sadly restricted to just 21 club appearances 
during the 2017/18 season due to injury. The 
former Ajax, Atletico Madrid and Southampton 
centre-back, who can also play as a full-back, was 
named One Hotspur Player of the Season and was 
also included in the PFA Premier League Team of 
the Year in his debut campaign back in 2015/16. 


Jan Vertonghen 


‘Super Jan’ was our One Hotspur Player of the 
Season in 2017/18, during a campaign in which he 
formed an impressive central defensive pairing 
with new arrival Davinson Sanchez. The former 
Ajax star is the most capped Belgian player ever 
with over 100 caps and represented his country at 
his second FIFA World Cup in 2018. He has featured 
in over 200 matches for us and twice been named 
in the PFA Premier League Team of the Year since 
joining us back in 2012.

Juan established himself as a bright defensive 
talent with Argentinian Primera Division club 
Estudiantes prior to Mauricio Pochettino swooping 
to sign him in the summer of 2017. The centre-back 
made his first appearance for us against Barnsley in 
the League Cup in September 2017 and featured in 
eight matches overall during his debut campaign.

Since playing four matches for us during the 
2016/17 season, Cameron has been loaned to 
Sheffield United and Ipswich Town in order to 
build on his first-team experiences.

Able to play ina variety of positions, Eric has 
established himself as a regular for both club 

and country since joining us from Sporting Lisbon 
back in 2015.

Moussa Sissoko 


Moussa arrived at Spurs from Newcastle United 
on transfer deadline day back in August 2016 and 
has since established himself as an important 
member of Mauricio Pochettino's squad.

Josh Onomah 


Josh is back at Spurs having spent the 2017/18 
campaign on loan at Aston Villa, where he scored 
four goals in 33 appearances. The Enfield-born 
winger made his debut for us against Burnley in 

the FA Cup in 2015, with his first goal in our colours 
coming against Gillingham in the League Cup a year 
later. He was part of the England team that won the 
FIFA U-20 World Cup in 2017.

Born in Nice on Boxing Day 1986, Hugo joined his 
local team OGC Nice's academy in 1997 at the age 

of ten. He rose through the ranks at the Céte dAzur 
club, making his debut for Nice ’B’ in 2005. His 
first-team debut followed later that year as he kept 
a clean sheet in a 2-0 Coupe de La Ligue victory over 
Chateauroux. The goalkeeper maintained his place 
in the starting line-up for Les Aiglons’ other matches 
in the competition during the 2005/06 season, as 
they reached the final. 


Hugo departed for Olympique Lyonnais in the 
summer of 2008 after 77 first-team appearances 
for Nice. The 6ft 2in stopper played in the UEFA 
Champions League for the first time in his debut 
season at Lyon, starting in all eight of the club’s 
continental fixtures in 2008/09. He also won his 
first senior cap for France ina goalless draw with 
Uruguay during the campaign.

Vertonghen played 

the full 90 minutes for 

Belgium against those 

opponents while Kane 

and Trippier did likewise 

for England. Dembélé 

came on as a substitute 

in the Red Devils’ 3-0 

win over Panama.

substitute appearance 
from Rose. 


Elsewhere, Heung-Min Son 
started all three of South 
Korea's Group F matches 
at the tournament, scoring 
a fine goal from outside

to Mexico. He was also 

on target in the Korean's 
2-0 victory over Germany, 
which saw the four-time 
world champions 
eliminated from 
the competition. 
South Korea also 
failed to make it to the 
knock-out phase. 


England went on to beat

Alderweireld and 
Vertonghen both started for Belgium in 
their impressive 2-1 win over Brazil at the 
same stage of the competition while Dele 
scored the second of England's goals in 
their 2-O success over Sweden.
